EARLY Thursday morning. Polls met 
with personnel from various Government 
departments at the Polls Station m San 
Nicolas to escort them to the Aruba Boot Camp 
situated at Bonaire Club at San Nicolas where 
a control/raid cook place. The departments 
that took action were the Guar dian ship 
Council, Department of Hygienic Service, 
Department of Public Health and the 
Firefighter Department 
The Boor Camp Aruba is a new organization 
to help children between the ages of 10 to 18 
years who have behavioral problems at home. 
school or on the streets. They teach children 
discipline, norms, values and respect. The 
children enter the camp voluntarily and with 
the consent of their parents. The duration 
of the program is for one year. They receive 
homework assistance by two ex-school 
teachers and also psychological help. As part 
of then discipline , they receive drilling based 
on the marine formation 

The Boot Camp Aruba has been in the news 
in the last days, after some minors decided 
to walk away from the center last week , the 
authorities decided to act immediately. 

Upon their arrival early Thursday morning 
at the Boot Camp, the authorities found the 
children sleeping on beach chairs, They woke 
them up and the Guardianship Council took 
them over, They were taken to the Red Cross 
facilities where their parents were called to 
pick them up, 

After the inspection of the place, the 
authorities of the different Government 
Departments decided to shut down the Boot 


Camp because the place was not apt for a 
program where the formation of the youth 
supposedly was a priority. The building is old 
and m dangerous condition It did not have 
the proper equipment to prevent fire. Several 
doors were locked, which can be a danger 
during any calamity. The hygienic condition 
was also very bad On the stove they found 
chicken in a pan with flies all over it the 
freezer was not working and had spoiled 
meat in it with a strong odor. The Hygienic 
Department noted that the people in charge 
of this Camp had no knowledge of cooking 
either, 

At the end, they spoke to Gilbert Webb, the 
Director of Boot Camp Aruba, a young man of 
19 years. He did not want to talk much on the 
case He kept referring to his lawyer, Mr. John 
Zara, because he is willing to go to court with 
a case The intensions of this young man were 
good. He wanted to help young people to 
stay out ot trouble by giving them a formation 
he thought was adequate. Even though his 
intentions were good, the way of execution 
was not according to safety procedures or a 
professional based foundation 
The Polis Force urges parents' to be conscious 
on where they send then - kids. In this case, 
they put then' trust m an organization that till 
now it is uncertain whether or not this type 
of organization ls an adequate institution 
to help kids with such big problems which 
includes addiction. Parents should be aware 
that it is then' first responsibility to educate 
their children. It is a big risk to put them m 
the hands of others.

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NORWEGIAN scientists have seen 
polar bears eating dolphin sin the Arctic 
for the first time ever and blame global 
wanning for the bears expanding then' 
diet. Norwegian scientists have seen 
polar bears eating dolphinsm the Arctic 
for the fir st time ever and blame global 
wanning for the bears expanding their 
diet. 

Polar bears feed mainly on seals but Jon 
Aars at the Norwegian Polar Institute 
has photographed dolphins bemg 
devoured by a bear - and published his 
findings m the latest edition of Polar 
Research this month. 

"It is likely that new species are 
appearing in the diet of polar bears due 
to climate change because new species 
are finding then - way north," he told 
AFP. The first incident he documented 
was in Apr 2014 when his team came 
across a polar feeding on the carcasses 


of two white-beaked dolphins. 
Although dolphins ore regularly 
seen m the Norwegian Arctic in 
the summer months when the 
me has melted, they have never 
been observed during winter or 
spring when the sea is usually 
still covered in sheers of ice, 

B u t Norwegian seien tist s have reported 
a strong retreat of ice and two nearly 
ice-free winters in recent years which 
they said could have attracted the 
dolphins further north, where they 
probably became trapped by the 
sudden arrival of dense ice blown into 
a fjord by strong northerly winds. 

Aars said the bear he photographed had 
probably caught the two dolphins when 
they surfaced to breathe through a tmy 
hole m the ice. " J Even if they saw r the 
bear', the dolphins did not necessarily 
have any other choicehe raid. 


SAVED ONE FOR LATER 

In the photos a visibly skinny old male 
bear devours one of the dolphins and 
appeared to have stor ed a second one 
under snow tor later, something which 
scientist had never seen befor e. 

We think that he tried to cover the 
dolphin in snow r in the hope that other 
bears foxes or bird s would have le ss of 
a chance of finding it. Maybe to be able 
to eat it a day or two later, once he had 
digested the first one,' said Aars. 

After the first incident in 2014, a 
further five cases of dolphins stranded 


o r 

captured and then eaten by 
bears have been reported. "Idon't think 
that this signifies a great upheaval" in 
the diet of the carnivores, said Aars 
-Tt's just that the polar bear is coming 
into conract with species they have not 
been used to meeting until now." 


Sitting at the top of the Arctic food 
chain, polar bears are opportunistic 
predators that are also known to feed 
on small whales if the opportunity 
arises.

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Fukushima Nuclear Disaster: 

Japan to Allow 
Thousands to 
RETURN HOME 


JAPAN will allow tens of thousands forced to flee iheii homes by 
the 2011 Fukushima nuclear disaster to return home within two 
years, the government announced on Friday, 

The government will lift evacuation orders for some 56,500 
residents of two zones near the crippled plant after March, 
2017, according to a statement on the Ministry of Economy and 
Industry's website No date was set for the remaining 33,100 
who Lived m towns adjacent to Fukushima and areas northwest 
of the facility that were hard er hit by radiation leaks. 

Officials also promised to accelerate infrastructure reconstruction 
ui affected areas. The government aiso approved plans by the 
plant operator to delay the removal of dangerous spent uranium 
fuel rod s at the power station, the latest setback m Tokyo Electric 
Power Company's struggle to contain the world's worst nuclear 
disaster since Chernobyl in 1986 

Tens of thousands of Fukushima residents remain in temporary 
housing more than four years after the disaster, triggered by a 
massive earthquake and tsunami that struck eastern Japan in 
March 2011 

Some areas near Fukushima have already been reopened but 
many former residents have been reluctant to return to then’ old 
homes because of a lack of facilities and widespread distrust of 
government clamis chat the areas are safe, 





Dozens of NEW Ebola 
cases reported in 
West Africa 


IT seemed like the number of people contracting 
Ebola in West Africa was on the decline But now. 
officials say that trend lias stalled, with dozens of new 
cases of the deadly virus reported so tar this month 

Last week, there were 31 new cases of Ebola reported 
in a growing geographic area m Guinea and Sierra 
Leone, the World Heaith Organization said. At the 
beginning or this week, 14 additional cases were 


reported. 

The latest figures mark the second straight week 
that the number of Ebola cases m West Africa has 
increased. officials said 

Investigators are working to trace how the latest cases 
of the disease were contracted, the WHO said, 

' The ou tbreakus no t over and the re spouse effort s mu sc 
be sustained until we get to zero cases throughout the 
region and are able to stay at zero for several months," 


the U,N. Mission for Ebola Emergency Response said 
Thursday, 

Last month, officials from the WHO declared Liberia 
free of the disease But even as they trumpeted the 
news, officials warned that outbreaks in Guinea and 
Sierra Leone ran the risk of bringing the virus back 
to Liberia, where more than 4,000 people died after 
contracting Ebola.

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Germanwings co-pilot 
Andreas Lubitz feared 
going blind, 

visited many doctors 


BEFORE he plunged a plane into the French 
Alp s, Germanwiiigs Flight 9 5 2 5 co-pilot Andreas 
Lubitz feared he was going blind and went to 
see dozens of doctors, a French prosecutor said, 
In the month leading up to the crash Lubitz 
consulted doctors seven tunes, including one 
visit to a generalist, three visits to a psychiatrist 
and three visits to a nose, ear and throat 
specialist Mar seille pro sec u tor Brice Robin told 
reporters. 

The statements by the prosecutor provide new 
details about the medical and psychological 
problems that investigators have long 
suggested were likely Lubitz's motive for 
crashing the commercial jet. 

Lubitz, 27, told one of his doctors that he had 
consulted numerous eye doctors and numerous 
neurologists, Robin said. And during the five 
years leading up to the crash, he consulted a 
total of 41 physicians, Robin said. 

Lubitz, according to the prosecutor, feared he 
was losing Ins sight and suffered from severe 
depression involving "psychosis accompanied 
by vision problems", He indicated to those who 
were dose to Iran that life no longer had any 
meaning considering the loss of his eyesight." 
Robin said 

And he had complained to doctors that he saw 
only "30 to 35 percent of objects in dark,' saw 


Light flashes and couldn't sleep because of his 
vision problems, according to the prosecutor, 

In March, a European government official 
who'd been briefed on the investigation stated 
that after Lubitz complained about vision 
problems an eye doctor diagnosed him with a 
psychosomatic disorder and gave him an "unfit 
for work" note, 

German police searching Lubitz's apartment 
after the crash found prescription drugs to 
treat depression and anxiety, Robin said he 
has ordered toxicology tests on the co-pilot's 
remains and is still awaitmg results, 

Robin announced Thursday that France is 
opening a criminal inquiry into the March 
24 crash, which killed all 150 people aboard 
rhe plane That opens up the possibility that 
others could face prosecution, even though 
investigators believe it was Lubitz who 
deliberately too k down the plane 

Key questions remain unanswered: How much 
did the au'hne know about Lubitz's health 
issues, how much should they have known and 
was there any way the crash could have been 
prevented? 

A German wings spokesman sard that the airline 
can't comment on the prosecutor's findings, as 
Lubitz's medical details are "subject to medical 
confidentiality."

Intern Discovers 

NEW PLANET 



INTERNSHIPS are important. They 
provide you with a glimpse into the real 
world, valuable work experience and, if 
you're lucky, eventual employment And 
if you're really, really lucky — and eagle- 
eyed , like Tom Wagg — you get the credit 
for discovering a planet previously 
unknown to astronomy, 

Believe it or not. a 15-year-old boy did 
just that, according to Keele University 
m England, UR, While undertaking work 
experience at the university, Tom Wagg 
noticed a tmy dip in the light of a star as 
a planet passed in front of it - that planet 
bad supposedly not been on anyone^ 
radar until then 


The university said it has smce taken two 
years of further observation to verify that 
Ins finding wa s really a planet. Tm h ugeiv 
excired to have found a new planet, and 
Tm very impressed that we can find them 
so far away," said W T agg, now 17. 

Invisible to the naked eye and 1,000 light 
years away, the planet is the same size 
as Jupiter, the largest planet ui the solar 
system, but orbits its star in only two 
days. It is called W T ASP-142b, as it is the 
142nd planet to have been discovered 
by the WASP system, bur Wagg is 
reportedly looking forward to sending in

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ELE AH O R Hawkm s, two Canadian s and a Du tc liman 
to be released after plead mg guilty to committing 
obscene acts and having aheady served sentences 
The British gap-year tourist Eleanor Hawkins is being 
released from custody mMalaysia after pleading 
guilty to committing obscene acts m public when 
she and nine others stripped tor a dare on Mount 
Kinabalu, 

A judge at a court in Kota Kinabalu, the capital of 
Sabah state,, sentenced Hawkins and three others - 
Canadian siblings Lindsey and Danielle Petersen and 
Dutch national Dylan Snel - to three days m piil from 
the time of arrest, 9 June, which means they have 
already served their - time. 

They were also fined 5,000 Malaysian ringgit [£860) 
each and are expected to be deported on Friday night 
Hawkins left the court in tears as she was told she was 
free to go after paying the fine, 

The judge, Dean Wayne Daly, said This court 
accepted the plea of guilty as mitigation. He also 
noted the remorse of the touiisrs, and accepred that 
although Hawkins was arrested at an airport "there 
was nothing to show Eleanor was absconding the 
law 11 

Hawkins's defence lawyer, Kenny Chain, said: 'This 
is a happy ending to the whole episode," He said he 
expected all four tourists to be deported after they 
had paid the tines 

Arriving handcuffed at court, the four defendants had 
to battle through a throng of reporters to enter the 
building, They pleaded guilty to committing obscene 
acts in a public place and agreed to apologise to the 
Malaysian people, after the stunt prompted an angry 


reaction in Sabah, where the mountain is regarded as 
sacred, 

The judge decided agonist imposing the maximum 
sentence of three months in prison after the lawyer 
for die four said they were ignorant of local laws and 
customs and were sorry for what they had done. 
Diplomats from the UK, the Netherlands and Canada 
were in court for the hearing. The Foreign Office 
refused to discuss the verdict, but a spokesman said 
"We remain in contact with Ms Hawkins and her 
family following tins morning's court appearance, 
and will continue to provide consular assistance 
Officials and tribal elders suggested the disrespectful 
act was linked to an earthquake that killed 18 people 
days later. 

Hawkins praised the diplomats in Malaysia. 'They 
have done a fabulous job, they've been really helpful, 
really useful And our local MP Maggie Throup has 
been very good as well." 

The charge read out in court, was that ar 6.45am on 
30 May in the vicinity of Mount Kinabalu they carried 
out "obscene acts in a public place under 294 [a] of 
the penal code". Tirey were also accused of "excessive 
noise and ignoring the advice [of then' guide]" Ail 
four avoided trial by pleading guilty. 

The public prosecutor had called for a "sentence 
to deter others". He said then' behaviour caused 
"annoyance to many Malaysians" and urged the 
judge to "take mto account public sentiment" m the 
sentence 

Cham pleaded for leniency "Your honour, they were 
ignorant of the culture, tradition and belief of the 
local people including the people of Sabah and 
Malaysia .. This is a group of a young generation 
... who have more freedom and liberty to express 



then’ thoughts and ideas," 

Cham said the four stripped as they were "challenging 
one another to stand the cold of the mountain, to 
stand the temperature. which was near zero degrees", 
He said they had suffered "shame, sidicule and 
humiliation to themselves their parents and possibly 
even their country... They have paid a heavy price .., 
Lo st personal integrity and self e sceem,'' 

Police in Malaysia are looking for six other foreigners 
who appeared in die nude photographs and w r ere 
wanted for public indecency. "We think they ore 
still in Sabah the officer revealed on condition of 
anonymity. 'There is a possibility diey have already 
left the country." 

He said Hawkins and her fellow detainees did 
not identity the others who w r ere with them 
They said they didn't know then full names, only 
nicknames, "Another police source

SPAIN'S King Felipe VIhas stripped the tills of 
duchess from ins sister, the palace said, heaping 
pressure on Cristina de Borbon to give up her 
succession lights as she prepares to stand tiiai 
on tax fraud charges. 

The bold move by the 47-year-old king, crowned 
nearly a year ago alter the abdication of his 
father Juan Carlos , is part of a bid to revive the 
image of a monarchy tarnished by scandals. 
Cristina is due to stand trial as soon as this 
year and will be the first Spanish royal to face 
prosecution. Graft investigations tn Spam have 
exposed high-level corruption throughout 
society., damaging Spaniards' faith in their 


institutions 

The tide of Duchess of Palma de Mallorca was 
conferred on Cristina by her father on her 
marriage in 1997 to former Olympic handball 
player In aka Ufdangarm, who has been charged 
with fraud and embezzling public funds 
following a long-running investigation into his 
Noos Foundation charity 

Late lust year, the couple as well as 15 others 
were ordered to stand trial following the probe, 
No date has yet been set, although the case is 
expected to come to court in the second half of 
this year E oth have denied any wrong-d oing.

TWITTER will lift the 140-character limit on direct messages 
beginning next month, the social media platform announced. 

While regular tweets will still be capped off at 140 characters, 
dmect messages will now have a maxunum count of 10,000 
characters, Twitter’s product manager for direct messages, 
Sachin Agarwal, made the announcement in a post notifying 
developers to update them apps and services to accommodate 
the new limit, 

The news came on the same day that Twitter CEO Dick Costolo 
unexpectedly resigned; reportedly after investors became 
frustrated at the lack of user growth on the site, Twitter has 
around 000 million active users, while rival Facebook has more 
than 1.3 billion, The company's co-founder Jack Dorsey will fill

A NEW glass giant - Danish architectural firm Spake Ingels Group have 
revealed the grand designs for the new 1340 feet Two World Trade Center 
budding that will overlook the 9/11 Memorial Park in New York City. The 
budding will be completed in 2020 and replaces a previous 709- storey design 
nby London firm Foster + Partners. 

The 80-storey stacked boxes will be design will be located at 200 Greenwich 
Street, and aims to combine the corporate qualities of the Financial District 
with the historical characteristics of the Tribeca neighborhood. 

Bjirke Ingels head of GIG, said 'The tower in manyways is the gateway 
between Tribeca and Downtown. Somehow I think the rower tries to 
incorporate that duality of bemg a citizen or a building in both neighborhoods 

The side that overlooks Tribeca and the rest of the Easrside of Downtown is 
the more abstract, avant-garde, creative building where you see it's basically a 
vertical village of city blocks", says Urge is, 

"What justifies, adjusts and aligns ail of the diversity that you see on the 
North and the Fast suddenly becomes orderly and straight-laced towards the 
memorial, so in a way it's a kind of respect and understated building, 

Ingeis was also inspired to create a relationship between One World Trade 
Center and this new building, in a similar style to the originalTwm Towers 
"One of the things that was quite powerful about the Twin Towers was that 
they were two big silhouttes on the Manhattan skyline that had a relationship 
to each other In then’ case they were twinning. they were identical," 

The building interiors are designed to appeal ro various businesses and 
organizations, "We wanted to create almost like a series of different buildings 
but different kinds of spaces, different floor plans'. says Ingels 
The 1340 feet structure has also been designed to allow for outdoor terraces 
and stunning views of New York City,

Faced with a Tomic fight back, Nadal 
started the third set in typically 
aggressive fashion and took the breaks 
he needed before closuig out victoiy 
with a fizzing forehand across court. 
Nadal who picked up his solitary title 
in Buenos Aires, said: 'T'm very happy, 
Bernard is a great player. He is playing 
great again this season, improving a lot 


every season. "It's a great victory for 
me. It was a good match, I played better 
than yesterday and Tin very happy to be 
m the semi-finals in Stuttgart 11 
He will next face Gael Monfils, who 
fired down 17 aces in a 7-5 3-6 6-3 
quarter-final victoiy over Philipp 
Kohlschreiber. 

Monfils, seeded fourth and a former 
runner-up at the Weissenhof chib when 
the event was played on clay, reached 


the final four on the new grass surface 
as the tournament made a total date 
and surface change to become part of 
the lead-up to Wimbledon. 

Monfils rook 44 mmutes to claim the 
opening set before lus opponent leveled 
m the second. 

He claimed an early break of serve m 
the third and sealed victoiy in just less 
than two hours on court in sweltering 
temperatures of 30 degrees.

LEWIS Hamilton could break Michael 
Schumacher's record of seven FI World 
Championships, according to Nigel 
Mansell Hamilton is currently a two- 
time champion and already leads this 
year's championship by 17 points from 
Mercedes team-mate NLcoRosberg. 
Still only 30 years of age, Hamilton 
recently signed a three-year contract 
extension with Mercedes, the new 
dominant force in FI and the team 
he pined in 2D 12 as Schumacher's 
replacement. 

"Everybody knows lam a Lewis fan and 
he is doing an outstanding pb," Mansell 
cold Sky Sports News HQ. "Mercedes 
are the best of the best by far With the 
backing of the Mercedes he can maybe 


go on to challenge Michael's record. 
There is a long, long way to go but it is 
possible because Mercedes will want to 
be the best of the best for a long time." 
Famed for his own hard-charging style. 
Mansell has found a kindred spirit 
in Hamilton. But the former world 
champion admits it is increasingly 
difficult to recognize the current state 
of FI from the perspective of his bygone 
era 

"Some of the current rules need 
tweaking - DRS is a false overtaking 
aid because it doesn't give the driver 
to slipstream and to play a chess game 
to plan where to pass someone," said 
the former Williams driver.

KERS is 
a very good situation because it can be 
managed by the drivers on a bp-by-lap 
basis for either attack or defense, bur 
take some of die driver aid s away and 
let the drivers drive and race the cars 
like they used to. 

'The drivers are not being given an 
opportunity co express how great 


they are as a race-car driver because 
there are too many aids and coo many 
engineers telling them how to balance 
the car The great thing about years 
gone by is that they had to balance the 
car themselves." 

A raft of new proposals for the future
